The proposed federal wage and 


hour board will probably have con 
siderable work for mental special 
ists, if not physicians qualified to 
discuss the effect of a physical in 
jury on the relative efficiency of 
a person. 


In other words, there is to be 


minimum wage theoretically, bu 
the federal board actually could 
allow wages below the minimum. 


Likewise, there are to be maxi- 


mum hours, but Ifce federal board 
can say the hours are not at al 
oppressive or injurious to health i: 
the employer pays time and a hall 
for overtime. It's in the matter of 
overtime that rules could be pro- 
mulgated that might affect working 
conditions generally, irrespective of 
the minimum wage feature of the 
proposed law. 


Room for Favors 


The opportunity, of course, for 


political pull and pressure 
for 


special favors is well illustrated by 
the following language, taken from 
the text of the Corcoran bill: 


"The board shall provide by re- 


gulation or by order that the em- 
ployment of employees in any oc- 
cupation upon terms and conditions 
prescribed by the board/at a wage 


Blower or for a work week long- 


er than the appropriate fair labor 
standard otherwise applicable to 
such occupation shall not be deem- 
ed to constitute a sub-tandard labor 
condition for the purpose of one 
or more, provisions of this act if the 
board finds that the special charact- 
er or terms of the employment or 
the limited qualifications of the em- 
ployes make such employment jus- 
tifiable and not inconsistent with 
the accomplishment of the purposes 
of such one or more provisions of 
this act." 


Who is to be the judge of all this 


as it relates to the hours of work of 
45,000,000 workers? A federal com- 
mission of five, controlled by one 
man—the chief executive—is to as- 
sume this task, and, once the law is 
passed, it will take a two-thirds 
vote of both houses of congress to 
repeal it over a veto. The bill goes 
on to say: 


Rule on Apprentices 


"Such regulations or orders may 


provide for, (1) The employment 
of learners and apprentices at such 
wages lower than the applicable 
wage and subject to such limita- 
tions as to time, number, propor- 
tion, and length of service as the 
board shall prescribe; 


"(2) The employment of persons 


whose earning capacity is impaired 
by age or physical or mental defi- 
ciency or injury, under special li- 
censes to be issued by the board, 
at such wages lower than the ap- 
plicable wage and for such period 
as shall be fixed by such licenses; 


"(3) Reductions for board, lodg- 


ing and other facilities furnished 
by the employer if the nature of 
the work is such that the employer 
is obliged to furnish and the em- 
ployee to accept such facilities; 


"(4) Overtime employment in pe- 


riods of seasonal or peak activity I 


or in maintenance, repair, or other 
emergency work and the wages to 
be paid, for-such overtime employ- 
ment: and 


"(9) Suitable treatment of other 
cases or classes of cases which, be- 
cause of the nature and character 
of the employment, justify special 
treatment"

< 
Would do Union Job 


• It 
had always been supposed 


heretofore by business men that 
labor unions would make the rules 
as to apprentices and wages to be 
paid them or schedules for over- 
time, but the federal government, 
under the terms of the proposed 
Corcoran bill, now would under- 
take to do all this. 
Just where five men are to be 


found who will have the omnisci- 
ence to work out equitably all the 
employment relations described in 
the new bill is difficult to conjec- 
ture, but it goes without saying that 
an army of bureaucrats and job: 
will be created by the measure if it 
passes. There will have to. be re- 
gional boards and local boards and 
offices throughout the country to 
take care of the many thousands of 
questions affecting employment that 
are bound to arise. The NRA was a 
tiny affair compared to the'scope 
of the Corcoran bill. The NRA was 
worked out by codes, and condi- 
tions within an industry were diffi- 
cult enough to standardize. Now the 
whole job is to be delegated within 
even more powers to a federal com- 
mission" of five which will^have the 
authority 
of life or death 
over 


goods and employers, and it will 
take a long drawn out proceeding 
in the courts to stay the execution 
of an order or regulation which 
works a hardship. 


Would Have Great Power 


Clearly, the Corcoran bill com- 


prises so much power delegated by 
congress to the wage and hour con- 
trol board that the phrase of Justice 
Cardozo in 
characterizing 
the 


NRA as "delegation run riot" seems 
hardly broad enough even to ap- 
proximate accuracy this time. For 
instance, congress would allow a 
board of five to wield the power 
mentioned in this part of the Cor- 
coran bill: 


"Whenever the board shall de- 


termine that a sub-standard labor 
condition exists in the production 
of goods in one state and that such 
goods compete to a substantial ex- 
tent in that state with other goods 
produced in another state and sold 
or transported in interstate com- 
merce, in the production of which 
sub-standard labor condition does 
not exist, the board shall make an 
order requiring the elimination of 
such sub-standard labor condition 
and the maintenance of the appro- 
priate fair labor standard 
in the 


production of goods which so com- 
pete." 


Thus, complete 
control of not 


only what goes into interstate com- 
merce but of production within a 
state of goods that compete with 
goods that have been transported in 
interstate commerce will be vested 
in a federal commission. 
"Strike" Omitted 


There's another feature of the 


Corcoran bill which probably will 
prove interesting to labor unions. 
Heretofore,, all legislation relating 
to labor has had in it a clause to the 
effort that nothing in the measure 
shall be construed as diminishing 
or impeding the right to strike. But 
the Corcoran bill contains a differ- 
ent phraseology: 


"Nothing in this act, or in any 


regulation or order 
thereunder, 


shall be construed to interfere with ; 
or impede or diminish in any way i 
he right of employes to self-or- 
;anization. to form, join, or assis' 
abor organizations; to bargain co!- 
cctively through representatives o"

Madison—Poison ivy was labeled 
« "three-fingered poison" by the 
State Medical Society in its health 
bulletin, and what more timely 
subject could be chosen than poison 
i»y. 


"This is the time of the year when 


picnics, vacations, and wild flow- 
ers attract many to the wooded 
areas. These trips are good, healthy 
recreation, but we seldom stop to 
think of the three-fingered danger 
which lurks around bushes, trees 
and even right out in the open. 
Poison ivy does just that It might 
seem to be just another plant or 
flower, but when it contacts the 
skin, the results are most discom- 
forting. Many people are not able 
to recognize the plant, and con- 
sequently make no effort to avoid 
it. 


A Characteristic 


"The poison ivy plant has a dis- 


tinct characteristic which helps to 
distinguish it from other plants. It 
has three leaves and each leaf is 
divided into three leaflets. In the 
spring of the year, these leaves are 
green, but in the fall they arc 
brightly colored. It is a low, erect 
plant with roots that travel under- 
ground. Sometimes it gives the 
appearance of a vine climbing 'a 
tree trunk. The leaves are smooth- 
edged and shaped somewhat on the 
order of a sunfish. The plant has 
a fruit or berry about the size of 
a small pea. It is • pale green dur- 
ing the early stages, but later in 
the season the bernes are ivory 
white. It is when berries are pale 
green that they are poisonous. 


"Poisoning from poison ivy is 


caused by a 
srecn-colored juice 


which is discharged from the plant 
when it is brushed against or step- 
ped on, A mild cause of poisoning 
can be caused by as little as 1-60.- 
000 of a grain of this juice. 


"Much of the poisoning occurs 


when a person, returning to a cot- 
tage through wooded areas after a 
swim, is not protected by clothing. 


List Symptoms 


"Symptoms 
of poisoning 
from 


poison ivy are first a redness of the 
skin, followed by an itching and 
burning sensation. Eventually large 
extensive blisters develop. When 
the first signs appear, that is, \vhen 
the skin becomes led and starts to 
itch, the best first-aid treatment is 
to remove 
the clothing, 
which 


should be laundered 
and cleaned 


thoroughly. 
Then wash the ex- 


posed area with kerosene if it is 
available, being careful 
to \vash 


from the upper portion of the ex- 
tremity ' to the xcnd. 
A thorough 


washing with soap and water -with 
a liberal quantity ot suds should 
follow. The washing should be re- 
peated eight or ten times with a 
complete change 
of water 
each 


time. Great care should be ex- 
ercised not to permit the suds and 
water to come in contact with tin- 
exposed 
areas. 
After a 
careful 


rinsing, a solution of common bak- 
ing soda can be applied to the skin 
by the use of bandages soaked in 
the baking soda solution. A good 
solution consists of about a handful 
of soda to a pint of water. 


"If the blisters appear, however, 


the poisoning has progressed be- 
yond the first-aid stage and com- 
petent, skilled advice should be 
sought. 


"Remember when you start out on 


your next picnic or when you plan 
to be in the woods to watch for: 
the three-leaved plant with 
the 


poisonous juice, poison ivy."*

There is always something simmering 


in the bottom of the devil's caldron. 


If the right sort of poison is tossed 


into the brew it boils over and spatters 
and scars everyone within reach. 


Something like that happened at Chi- 


cago in the riot that resulted in six deaths 
and a hundred wounded. 


From the East Mr. Lewis ($600,000- 
' Jawn) denounces what he calls "the mas- 


sacre" and lays it to "police brutality." 
From Milwaukee where Krzycki went to 
safety- after his opening speech prior to 
the formation of the mob he repeats the 
"massacre" parrot-wise and "police bru- 
tality" too. Perhaps these gentlemen do 
protest too much. A loudly protesting 
voice has been known to often shield a 
guilty conscience.

Don't let that Chicago mob scene get 


away from you. 


It is symptomatic of American con- 


ditions today that may get very much 
worse. 


Put it on the middle of the dining room 


table and walk around it. Look at it from 
all sides. Watch the blood drip down, 
too. 
Then you will understand better 


what has been going on in America while 
you have been befooled to the detriment 
of your country. 


Fortunately there isn't a great deal of 


dispute about what happened at Chicago. 
A dozen reporters were on hand and in 
the main particulars their stories agree. 


, A crowd 
of about 2,000 were ad- 


dressed first by Leo Krzycki, Socialist 
leader of Milwaukee who promptly left, 
he says, to take a train. Usually the 
leaders get away before the smoke of bat- 
tle starts. He was followed on the plat- 
form by one Fonteccio, a first class rabble- 
rouser who told the crowd it must not 
"permit the police to protect law. viola- 
tors" when he knew, if he knew anything, 
that the company involved, The Repub- 
lic, -was not a law violator. 


At the same time agitators were mov- 


ing in and out of the crowd impressing 
the people with two propositions—first, 
that the Republic was a law violator and 
second, that the government was with 
them and they could do anything they 
pleased. 


In this mood the mob moved on to the 


police. The police asked them to stop and 
reminded them that "we must do our 
duty." The mob was loaded with wea- 
pons, auto starters, clubs, iron rods, bricks, 
stones, razors, a heaping pile of which 
were left upon the field of battle. 


Egged on by the cowards who push 


from the rear the mob disobeyed. ~The 
results are well known. 


We think the most important cause of 


this bloodshed was the Wagner law. 


The people are a little wonderstruck 


that when disputes occur no means is at 
hand of settling them with certainly in 
spite of all the big talk this country has 
been listening to from men who, we fear, 
are going down in history as just big 
talkers. 


The C.I.O. called a strike. There was 


no dispute about wages or working condi- 
tions or hours of labor or any of those 
causes that r^ay be classified as proper 
subjects of dispute. 


There was just a fight for power. The 


CLO. is working hard to get its S600.000 
worth. 


Well, if you were the Republic S:ccl 


ar.d a strike was called what would you 
do? II i; a fair question. What would 
you do? 


Do you knov that you cannot do any- 


thing?

You pight say that you thought a 


majority of the men did not belong to j 
CJ.O. but that you would bo happy to 


out 
If you said anything like that

to employers tio possible recourse against 
W labor, practice that Tnty grow iq> bow- 


ever wrongful, vicious or-detrimental to 


• the country it may be. ' 


But you must not forget that the Wag- 


ner Act does give to the workers a harsh 
procedure against the employers if the 
latter arc even suspected of infringing 
upon the worker's legal rights and that 
even the Labor Relations Board cannot 
dig" in and find out how the majority of 
the workers stand unless at the request 
and upon complaint of the strikers. 
., * And this is the law that labor leaders 


'"have declared was "Labor's Charter of • 


Rights" repeating an expression written 
for them by the politicians who expect 
them to keep on repeating it for the votes 
that are in it. 


Meanwhile the country is hamstrung. 


The workers are often tied hand and foot. 
But |600,000-Jawn and Leo Kryzcki and 
Fonteccio are free to raise the Old Nick in 
just whichever way they think suits their 
purposes best. 


Meanwhile the grand jury proceedings 


at Chicago will serve an informative pur- 
pose; that is, they will expose some evi- 
dence. To date it appears that half the 
mob, 
at least half those arrested, con- 


sisted of bums, non-residents of the area, 
members of the Communist -party and 
those suspicious persons who will neither 
give address nor admit what their occu- 
pation is. 


The Reds', of course, will be blamed. 


And the rabble-rousers will be blamed. 
And perhaps J. Pierpont Morgan will be 
blamed, and doubtless the dead Rocke- 
feller. 
But the real blame belongs to 


those who have so enacted the Wagner 
law and announced and supported the 
wholly one-sided and distorted principal 
upon which it is built. 


And whatever the grand jury pro- 


ceedings show there will be no action of 
any consequence against the inflamers of 
public passion nor the befoolers of' the 
people. The strike and mob leaders are 
holy personages. If one thinks occasion- 
ally that they are about as holy as Father 
Divine and about as sacred 
as 
Sister 


Aimee it is best not to mention the fact. 


For they now constitute the nation's 


Vestal Virgins. 


LOOPHOLES, BIG, LITTLE AND 


MEDIUM 


It was said of the Roman emperors 


of an early day that they distracted the 
attention of their people from the ills that 
beset them by games in the Forum or 
Colosseum. 


It is said today in somewhat the same 


way that Mr. Roosevelt is prone to single 
out some scalawags, of which every na- 
tion has its share, and point the finger of 
scorn at them although their transgres- 
sions would make little material differ- 
ence upon the tremendous program to re- 
lieve the people of a country "one-third 
ill-fed, one-third ill-clothed, one-third ill- 
housed." But if the people look at the 
scalawags they may forget the broken 
promises. 


It was less than six months ago that 


the President based another message to 
congress upon a letter from a cabinet of- 
ficial. That was the letter of the Attor- 
ney-General which charged the federal 
courts with delay and congestion, and in 
discussing the details, disclosed an amaz- 
ing lack of information of our judicial 
system. 
Afterwards it was found that 


there was no congestion in the supreme 
court, no delay, and the judicial system 
involved was merely the one necessarily 
used- under an act passed by congress. 


Nevertheless, the President predicated 


his recent message entirely upon a letter 
written by the Secretary of the Treasury, 
and we hope a more precise document 
than that written by the Attorney Gen- 
eral. 


Mr. Morgenthau's letter uncovers some 


men whom he would rate with the Presi- 
dent as scoundrels, some who even sold 
their American citizenship for the advan- 
tage of money and to whom the nation 
might well chorus "Good riddance"—but 
it also disclosed some other matters not 
so reassuring. 
For instance, there arc 


those American women who arc married 
abroad. 
One of them had been paying 


this country $160.000 a year in taxes. 
The 1936 congress, under the whip of the 
White House, and at the direction of an 
unclected bureaucrat, altered this law so 
that her tax is reduced SO per cent. 


What shall we say about men who 


create such loopholes? 


Likewise, the 1936 congress, blindly 


plunging around wherever the President 
drove it. and. the President usually led 
around by h:s bureaucrats, continued to 
permit the writing by oil and mining com- 
panies of a depletion offset even after 
the depletion reserve had passed their 
entire capital. 


That is the sort of a loophole that 


you could sail through on the Queen Mary.

The law makes the morals. 


The federal law gives certain exemp- 


tions to everyone. In addition it gives 
an exemption of $40,000 life insurance.

EWS that professed communists had much 
to do with the steel mill riots in South 
Chicago last Sunday Is interesting but

The fact is that the labor leader 


very- often is a dictator maintaining 
his power by union politics at the 
expense of democratic procedure, a 
peculiarity which places the rank 
and file in the position of the Ital- 
ian or German citizens who just 
rock along submitting to discipline.

cases, the speaker stated.
